1. No person shall deal in or receive by way of 
barter pledge or otherwise the hides or tails of the 
eiraffe without the permission in writing ef the 
Resident Commissioner. 


2. No person not being a member of one of the 
Native tribes of the Protectorate, shall be in possession 
of the hides or taile of the giraffe without the 
permission in writing of the Resident Commissioner, unless 
euch giraffe shall have been lawfully killed by such 
person in accordance with the provisions of the Large 
Gamo Preservation Proclamation 1904 and the burden of 
proving any such fact shall in any Court be upen the 
accused, 


3. Any person who shall contravene the provisions 
of this Proclamation shall be liable on conviction to o 
~ fine « 


fine not exeseding fifty pounds, or, in default of 
payment to imprisonment with or without hard labour 
for a period not excesding four montha, 


4. Any hides or tails of giraffe found in the 
possession of any person (not being a member of ono 
of tho Native tribes of the Protectorate), who is 
unable to produce on demand the Resident Commissioner's 
written permit for the same, may be seized and confis- 
cated and destroyed or may be sold by order of the 
Resident Gomissioner, Tho procesds of any such sale 
shall be credited to the Revenue of the Bechuanaland 
Protectorate, 


5. The word *person® in this Proclamation shall 
inelude any company whether incorporated or not and any 
perem or partnership. 


6. Any fine imposed on any company firm or 
partnership may be recovered by levying execution upon 
the goode and chattels on the premises belonging to or 
occupied by any such company firm or partnership. 


7. Thie Proelamtion shall be read as one with 
Proclamation “o.22 of 1904 entitled *The Large Presore 
vation Proclamation, 1904" and shall come into operation 
on the firet day of July, 1906.

6. The members of the High Court may with the 
approval of the Administrator make rules for regulating 
its procedure and practice and for the admission of 
practitioners and subject thereto. Such rules shall

under this Proclamation on the said goods, 

9 For the purposes of estimating the amount of 
Customs Duty whenever levied on goods ad valorem 
and of the declaration and oaths which may be at any 
time required by any Law or Regulation in relation to 
the question of such duty the current value of such 
goods shall be taken to be the true current value in 


the open market for similar goods at the place of 
purchase bought in the ordinary manner from the 
manufacturer or supplier in normal quantities includ- 
ing the cost of packing and packages but not including 
agent’s commission if it does not exceed five per cent. ; 
provided that in no case shall the true current value 
as above defined be less than the cost of the goods to 
the importer at the place of purchase and such value 
shall be declared by the importer and in the case of 
goods imported by parcels post the declaration of the 
sender or consignor shall be deemed to be a declaration 
made by the importer. 


10. Any entry writing oath affirmation or declaration 


required to be made by any law relating to the Customs 
shall if made in any Colony or ‘Territory in the South 
African Customs Union be binding and of full force 
and effect in any other portion of the Union. 


11. Upon spirits manufactured or distilled within 


the South African Customs Union from the produce of 
the vine there shall be raised levied and collected and 
paid on importation into Basutoland duty at the rate 
of nine shillings per Imperial proof gallon. 


12, The High Commissioner may from time to time 


make alter and repeal by notice in the Gazette Regula- 
tions for: 


(a) the removal and conveyance to and across the 
borders of Basutoland of goods referred to in 
this Proclamation; 

(b) the rebate or the suspension of the duties 
referred to in sections five sia and seven of 
this Proclamation; 

(c) the payment to any other Colony or Territory 
of its share of the Customs duties collected 
by the officers of ‘Basutoland ; 

(4d) the importation of spirits the produce of the 
vine; 

(e) prescribing the functions and duties - of all

upon the following articles :— ; 


ARTICLE 1. 


The Customs Union Convention entered into in the year 190% shull be superseded by this 
present Convention ; provided however :— 


(a) That the supersession of the said Convention shall not affect the validity of the Schedules 
e thereto whereby Basutoland, the Bechuanaland Protectorate, Swaziland, and Barotze- 
land (North Western Rhodesia) were admitted to the Customs Union, which Schedules 
as altered by the said Convention are to be regarded as embodied herein, and which 
are for reference set forth as Schedules A, B, C, and D hereto, this Convention and its 
corresponding Articles being deemed to be in the said Schedules referred to in place of

Public Stores, imported or taken out of Bond by, and bond fide for the sole and exclusive use 
of, the Government of His Britannic Majesty, and of any Government belonging to the 
Union, provided that a certificate be delivered to the Customs authorities given under 
the hand of an officer approved by the Principal Officer of Customs, setting forth that any 
duty levied on such public stores would be borne directly by the Government: and pro- 
vided further that no portion of such stores used or unused shall be sold or otherwise 
disposed of so as to come into the possession of or into comsumption by any persons not 
legally entitled to import the same free of duty, without the consent of the Principal Officer 
of Customs and the payment of the duties to him by the officer so selling or disposing of 
such public stores at the rate leviable at the date of sale. 

Rattans, cane and bamboo: unmanufactured. 

Sculpture, being original works of art. 

Seeds, bulbs, plants and tubers, for planting or sowing only, not including edible kinds or 
fodder.

All goods, wares, and merchandise not elsewhere charged with duty, and not enumerated in the 
Free List, and not prohibited to be imported into the Union, shall lye charged with a 
duty of 15 % ad valorem. : 


NOTE :-.3 % ad valorem will be rebated under Article 3 of the Convention. 
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ARTICLE IIL. 


A rebate of Customs Duties shall be granted on any goods and articles, the growth, producé 
or manufacture of the United Kingdom, imported therefrom into the Union for consumption therein 
to the extent following :— 

(a) In the case of goods and articles charged with Customs Duty under Class I., the amount 

Shown in the column indicating such rebate. 

(b) In the case of goods and articles charged under Classes II., II, IV., and VI. 3 per 
cent. ad valorem on such goods and articles. 

Provided that the manufactured goods and articles in respect of which such rebate as 
aforesaid shall be granted shall be bond fide the manufactures of the United Kingdom, 
and that in the event of any question arising as to whether any goods or articles are 
entitled to any such rebate as aforesaid, the decision of the Minister or other Executive 
Officer in whom the control of the Customs Department immediately concerned is 
vested. shall be final. 

ARTICLE IV. 

A rebate similar to that for which provision is made in the last preceding Article shall be 
granted in like manner and under like provisions to goods and articles the growth, produce or 
manufacture of any British Colony, Protectorate, or Possession, granting equivalent reciprocal 
privileges to the Colonies and Territories belonging to the Union, provided that no such rebate shall 
be granted in the case of any particular Colony, Protectorate, or Possession until and after a date 
to be mutually agreed upon and publicly notified by the parties to this Convention. 


ARTICLE V. 

_ Every contracting party to the Convention shall, subject to the provisions of the Articles 
of this Convention, collect the Customs Duties payable upon all goods imported within its borders 
from outside the limits of the Union for removal from the collecting Colony or Territory into any 
other part of the Union, and recover for and pay over to the Government of the Colony or Territory 
into which the goods are so removed for consumption, the duties so collected by it on such goods 
subject to a deduction of five per cent. of the duty collected. 


ARTICLE VI. 


The importation of all goods upon which the Customs Duties must be paid over by any one 
party to any other party to the Union, shall be subject to such regulations as may be mutually 
agreed upon. 

ARTICLE VII. 


Every Colony and Territory belonging to the Union shall be at liberty to pass through any 
part thereof, under such regulations as may be agreed upon, goods intended for consumption 
outside the Union duty free, or at such rate as the interests of the forwarding Colony or Territory 
may demand. 

ARTICLE VIII. 


All accounts as between the parties to the Union shall be made up to the end of each month, 
and all such accounts shall be settled within one month thereafter, subject to any subsequent 
adjustment which may be found necessary. 


ARTICLE IX. 


The introduction of prison and penitentiary made goods into the Union is prohibited, so 
also is the introduction of  pium, except for medicinal purposes, under such regulations as may 
be mutually agreed upon. ; 

The importation of any other article may be by law prohibited in any of the said Colonies 
or Territory. 

Articles, the importation whereof is prohibited in any of the said Colonies or in the said 
Territory, shall be allowed to pass through the prohibiting Colony or Territory to any other Colony 
or Territory within the Union not so prohibiting, subject to payment of the Customs Duty (if any) 
Imposed under this Convention. 

ARTICLE X. 

Notwithstanding anything to the contrary contained in this Convention, but subject to the 
provisions of Article I1X., every Colony or Territory belonging to the Union shall permit goods 
imported thereinto from any place beyond the limits of the Union to be removed under bond 
without payment of duty, subject, however, to the Customs Laws in force in such first mentioned 
Colony or Territory with regard to the removal of goods in bond, and subject to such regulations 
with regard thereto as may be mutually agreed upon. 


ARTICLE XI. 

. Kixcept in cases of duty paid in excess or in error no rebate or refund of any sum in respect 
of duty ; aid or bounty or gratuity in respect of any dutiable article shall be allowed or granted by 
any of the contracting parties to the Convention, except upon grounds contained in the Articles of 
this Convention, or by mutual agreement, 


ARTICLE XII. 

It shall be open to any party to this Convention to suspend in whole or part the collection of 
the Customs Duty imposed under Class I. of the foregoing Tariff upon fresh, chilled and frozen 
meat and on animals for slaughter for consumption within its own jurisdiction and to remove 
such suspension. 


ARTICLE XIII. 


It shall be permitted to the ‘lerritory of Southern Rhodesia to grant, upon all goods and 
articles, the growth, produce and manufacture of any part of His Majesty’s Dominions or of any 
British Protectorate a rebate of the Customs Duties payable under the foregoing tariff, equal in 
amount to the difference between the said duties payable, as aforesaid, and the highest duties 
which it is permissible to the said Territory to impose under Clause 47 of the Southern Rhodesian 
Order in Council, 1898. 
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ARTICLE XIV. 


The Territory of Southern Rhodesia may provide for the suspension in whole or part of the 
Duties on the goods and articles comprised in Schedule E. 


ARTICLE XV. 


Any Colony or Territory granting a rebate or making provision for the suspension of duty 
on any articles under this Convention shall levy and recover and be responsible for the levying and 
recovering of the amount of the duty rebated or suspended on the removal of such articles for 
consumption into any other part of the Union. 


ARTICLE XVI. 


(a) Any Colony or Territory belonging to the Union may at any time levy a Customs Duty 
upon ale or beer, and blasting compounds, the produce or manufacture of any other such Colony 
or Territory, not exceeding any duty of excise which may be levied by the importing Colony or 
Territory on the produce or manufacture of articles of the like description within its own borders, 
provided that such articles from whatsoever part of the Union they may be imported shall be 
liable to uniform duties. 

(b) Where a duty of excise is levied on any article in any Colony or Territory belonging to 
the Union, such article may be removed under bond under terms of Article X. to any other Colony 
or Territory in the Union. 

(c) A duty of excise not exceeding 9/- per Imperial Proof gallon. with an allowance for 
underproof down to 7/6 per gallon, shall be charged by the various parties to this Convention on 
Spirits manufactured from the produce of the vine within their respective jurisdictions, and each 
party shall impose on such spirit manufactured within the Union on importation thereof into its 
territory a duty of customs not exceeding the amount of such duty of excise. In regard to the 
manufacture of spirit other than the produce of the vine each party shall retain full liberty to 
permit such manufacture with or without a duty of excise or to prohibit the same, provided that 
when manufacture is allowed, subject to a duty of excise, the importation of similar spirits from 
other parts of the Union shall be permitted, subject to a customs duty not exceeding the said duty 
of excise, and provided further that where such manufacture is prohibited by any of the parties 
hereto such spirits when manufactured elsewhere within the Union may be subjected on importa- 
tion to a duty equal to that levied on spirits not manufactured within the Union. 

(d) It shall be open to any of the parties to this Convention on giving six months’ notice to 
all the other parties thereto to make any alteration in the duties of excise or of customs referred 
to in this Article or to prohibit the manufacture of any spirits within its borders, but any such altera- 
tion or prohibition shall not be held to affect the validity of the other provisions of this Convention 
not directly affected thereby. 

(e) The importation into any part of the Union of spirits manufactured elsewhere in the 
Union shall be subject to such regulations as may be agreed on between the respective Governments. 


ARTICLE XVII. 


Methylated Spirit manufactured within the Union shall be admitted into any Colony or 
Territory belonging to the Union on equal terms with Methylated Spirit produced from any article 
in the importing Colony. 

ARTICLE XVIII. 

Any Colony or Territory belonging to the Union, may, under suitable regulations, rebate 
the whole or part of the duty on methylated spirits, or alcohol imported solely for manufacturing 
or scientific purposes or for fuel within its borders, and on soap and other substarices imported for 
and exclusively used in connection with the industry of wool-washing. 


ARTICLE XIX. 


Any Colony or Territory belonging to the Union may allow either by free importation or 
tebate an abatement of the duties on articles imported by and for the use of members of His 
Majesty’s Regular Forces, and also in respect of Wines and Spirits for the use of the Governor, 
Lieutenant-Governor, Administrator or Resident Commissioner of any such Colony or Territory. 


ARTICLE XX. 

For the purposes of estimating the amount of Customs duty whenever levied on goods ad 
valorem, and of the declaration and oaths which may be at any time required by any law 
or regulations in relation to the question of such duty, the current value of such goods shall be 
taken to be the true current value in the open market for similar goods at the place of purchase 
bought in the ordinary manner from the manufacturer or Supplier in normal quantities, including 
the cost of packing and packages, but not including agent’s commission if it does not exceed 5 per 
cent. ; provided that in no case shall the true current value as ab» e defied be less than the cost 
of the goods to the importer at the place of purchase 


ARTICLE XXII. 


Wherever in any of the Articles of this Convention mutual agreement or assent is referred 
to, the agreement or assent of the Governments of the Cape Colony, Natal, the Orange River Colony, 
the Transvaal, and Southern Rhodesia shall alse be deemed and taken to be intended; and 
wherever the decision of a majority is referred to, it shall be deemed to mean a majority of the 
Governments of such Colonies and Territory. 


ARTICLE XXII. 


Nothing herein{contained shall be deemed or taken to prohibit the Transv 
the importation free of duty into that Colony of any pet and articles, soon 
growth, produce or manufacture of the Portuguese Province of Mozambique or of British Central 
Africa, provided that this Article shall only apply to those products and manufactures the elements 
or chief constituent parts of which are the products of the soil of the countries in question. 
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ARTICLE XXIII. , 

The provisions of this Convention shall continue in force from the date of the coming into 
Operation of this Convention and thereafter; provided, however, that it shall be open for any 
party to this Convention to give twelve months’ notice to all the other contracting parties of its 
Wish to amend the terms of this Convention or to retire therefrom, such notice to be given prior to 
the 30th June of any one year and to expire on the 30th June of the next succeeding year. 


ARTICLE XXIV. 

_ Upon receipt of the notice as provided in Article 2° of the desire of any party to this Con- 
vention to amend the terms thereof, the High Commissioner shall summon a Conference of the 
contracting parties to consider proposed amendments to this Convention, such Conference to mect 
not more than four months’ prior to the expiration of the notice as provided. 


ARTICLE XXV. 
Terri It shall be competent at any time during the existence of the Union for any other Colony, 
erritory, or State of South or Central Africa having a civilised Government to apply to be included 
a8 @ party thereto and upon all the parties to this Convention signifying their joint assent to such 
10n and mutually agreeing to the terms and date of such admission, such Colony, Territory, 
or State shall be admitted, provided that it pass the requisite legislation to give effect to the terms 
of such admission. 


ARTICLE XXVI. 


f No amendment or addition to this Convention shall be made without the unanimous consent 
of the contracting parties hereto, but any difference of opinion with reference only to the true 
construction of any item of the foregoing Tariff shall be determined by the decision of the 
majority of the Government of such contracting parties, provided that no Government shall be 
deemed to be hereby bound to accept a construction of any item of the said Tariff which is in 
conflict with any judicial decision binding upon such Government. 


ARTICLE XXVII. 


When Union manufactures of tobacco or preparations of tobacco containing an appreciable 
quantity of imported materials, or flour, wheaten, meal or pollard manufactured from other than 
South African wheat, are removed from one State in the Union to another for consumption in the 
latter, credit shall be given by the forwarding State to the receiving State of 95 per cent. of the 
duty originally collected on such materials, the proportion of such materials contained in such 
manufactures to be determined from time to time by agreement between the Principal Officers of 
Customs of the various parties to the Union on each article respectively.

mutatis mutandis, be read and construed as though Basutoland were a fourth party thereto, the

PROCLAMATION 


By His ExceLLeEncy tae HigH Commissioner. 


HEREAS it is expedient to amend the law relat- 

ing to Customs Duties in the territory defined 

by the Barotziland-North-Western Rhodesia Order in 

Council 189Y hereinafter referred to as “the territory” 

and to make provision for the collection and manage- 

ment of Customs duties in the territory irrespective 

of any changes which may be made from time to 
time in the ‘Tariff: 

Now thereiore under and by virtue of the powers 
in me vested I do hereby declare proclaim and make 
known as follows: 

1. This Proclamation may be cited for all purposes 
as the “Customs Management (Barotziland) Proclamation 
1906” and shail take effvct on the first day of July 1906. 

2. Sections three four sixteen and sections eighteen 
to forty-five inclusive of the “Customs Proclamation 
(Barotziland) 4905” together with the provisions of 
any other law repugnant to or inconsistent with the 
provisions of this prociamation shall be and are hereby 
repealed except as to acts done appointments made 
offences committed penalties incurred or proceedings 
instituted before the taking effect hereof. 

3. In the interpretation of this Proclamation the 
expressions following shall have the meanings assigned

14. The term “current value” in the last preced- 
ing section referred to shall be taken to be the true 
current value on the open market for similar goods at 
the place of purchase bought in the ordinary manner 
from the manufacturers or suppliers in normal quan- 
tities including the cost of packing and packages but 
not including agents’ commission if it does not exceed 
5 per cent.; provided that in no case shall the true 
current value as above defined be less than the cost 
of the goods to the importer at the place of purchase. 

15. For the purpose of the entry for Customs and 
collection of duty on goods imported into the territory 
by parcels post the form or label affixed to the parcel 
under the Postal Regulations shall be deemed to be an 
entry made under the provisions of this Proclamation 
and the statement of value entered on such form and 
signed by the sender shall take the place of the 
declaration required to be made by the importer in 


the first portion of the preceding section of this Procla- 
mation for the purpose of ascertaining the value of 
articles on importation into the territory and all goods 
contained in any packets imported by parcels post 
and found not to agree with the value entered on the 
above-mentioned form or label shall be subject to the 
penalties prescribed for under-valuation. 

16. The Administrator may from time to time 

(1) appoint such places as may be deemed requisite 
for the importation and exportation of goods 
as ports of entry into or departure from the 
territory and define routes in the territory 
over which such goods must be conveyed to 
their destination ; such places and routes shall 
be approved by the High Commissioner and 
declared by him by notice in the Gazette ;

authorities jurisdiction and duties which 
may hereafter be conferred and imposed 
upon him by the High Commissioner by 
notice in the Gazette. 

®. The powers jurisdictions and duties 
conferred and imposed on any other 
Officer of the Transvaal Government or on 
any officer of the Swaziland Administration by 
any law in force jin Swaziland shall be 
exercised in Swaziland by such officer to 
whom the same may be assigned by the 
High Commissioner by notice in the Gazette. 


6. The High Commissioner may from time 
to time appoint and remove a Government 
Secretary and such Assistant Commissioners 
and Inspectors of Police as he may think 
necessary; such officers shall exercise such 
powers jurisdiction and duties as are here- 
inafter described or as shall be conferred 
and imposed from time to time by law or 
defined in their commissions. The High 
ommissioner may further appoint from 
time to time and remove such other officers

9, There shall be and are hereby established 
so many Courts of Assistant Commissioner 
as the high Commissioner may from time 
to time determine which shall have juris- 
diction in all civil proceedings in which 
neitier party is a European and in criminal 
proceedings in which the accused is not a 
Kuropean ; provided always that a Court of 
Assistant Commissioner shall not have juris- 
diction to try summarily any person charged 
with treason murder culpable homicide rape 
or sedition and in such event the Assistant 
Commissioner shall proceed in manner pre- 
scribed for Magistrates by Chapter VII of 
the Criminal Procedure Code 1903 of the 
Transvaal, 


10. Every Court of Assistant Commissioner 
shall in civil proceedings in which any 
party thereto is a European and in criminal 
proceedings in which the accused is a 
Kuropean have the same jurisdiction as is 
at the date of this Proclamation conferred

14. (1) A Court of Resident Commissioner 
with jurisdiction in all cases civil and 
criminal shall be and is hereby established 
in Swaziland and shall be held by and 
before the Resident Commissioner provided ; 


(a) that in the trial of any person charged 
with a crime punishable with death 
such Court shall consist of the Resident 
Commissioner and two Assistant 
Commissioners ;

©) The Court of Resident Commissioner 
shall be held at such time and at such place 
or places as the Resident Commissioner shall 
from time to time publicly notify. 


15. (1) There shall be and is hereby 
established a Court to be called “The 
Special Court of Swaziland” which shall be 
held at such time and at such place or places 
as the Resident Commissioner shall publicly 
notify and shall consist of an Advocate: of 
the “Supreme Court of the Transvaal 
appointed by the High Commissioner (as 
President) and any two Assistant Commis- 
sioners nominated in writing by the Resident 
Commissioner. 


(2) Such Court shall have jurisdiction in 

respect of the following cases :—

REPEAL OF LAws. 


1. So much of the law*of the Colony of the Cape ~ 
of Good Hope relating to stamp duties and fees on 
documents payable by means of stamps as is at the 
‘date of this Proclamation of force and effect in Basuto- 
land shall be and is hereby withdrawn from operation 
therein; and so much of any other law in force in 
Basutoland as is repugnant to or inconsistent with the 
Provisions of this Proclamation shall be and is hereby 
‘Tepealed, 
‘y,. 2: In this Proclamation unless inconsistent with 
the context : 


“bill of exchange” shall mean an unconditional

“receipt” shall mean any note memorandum or 
writing whereby any money or any bill of 
exchange or promissory note for money is

received or deposited or paid or whereby any

debt or demand is acknowledged to have been 
settled satisfied or discharged or which 
signifies or imports any such acknowledgment 
and whether the same is or is not signed with 
the name of any person. 


3. From and after the date of the taking effect 
of this Proclamation the duty or fees specified in 
the Schedule to this Proclamation shall be severally 
chargeable in respect of the instruments acts 
matters or things specified in such Schedule whether 
in the case of instruments the same be. executed 
in Basutoland or relate to the transfer’ of any 
property therein or in the case of any other act 
matter or thing the same is performed or attended 
to or done therein and all such duties and fees shall 
be collected by means of postage or revenue stamps 
affixed to the instruments liable to duty; provided 
always that the duty of one per centum mentioned in 
the said Schedule on moneys distributed in insolvent 
estates may be paid to the Master in cash or otherwise 
as he may direct. 


The said Schedule shall be deemed to be partof this 
Proclamation. 


EXEMPTIONS FROM Duty or FEEs. 


_ 4 (1) No duty or fee aforesaid shall be chargeable 
Mm respect of any instrument act matter or thing if the 
Same would be paid by the Government of Basutoland 
or any Department thereof and the Resident Commis- 
sioner shall determine any question that may arise 
whether an instrument act matter or thing is exempt 
from duty or fees under this section and his decision 
thereon shall be final and conclusive. 


(2) Where any instrument act matter or thing is 
by the Schedule to this Proclamation expressed to be 
exempt from duty or fees and any question shall arise 
as to whether a particular instrument act matter or 
thing falls within such exemption the Resident Com- 
missioner shall determine such question and _ his 
decision thereon shall be final and conclusive.

6. (1) Every instrument wholly or partly written 


before being stamped shall be stamped so ; 


(a) that the stamp appears on the face of the 
instrument; 

(b) that the stamp cannot be used for or applied 
to any other instrument written on the same 
piece of material, 

(2) If more than one instrument be written upon 


the same piece of material each such instrument shall 
be Separately and distinctly stamped with the duty 
With which it is chargeable; and save as is otherwise 
Provided by any law every instrument containing and 
relating to several distinct matters shall be separately 
and distinctly charged as if it were a separate instru- 
ment with duty in respect of each of such matters. 


Persons LIABLE TO STAMP INSTRUMENTS. 
7. The persons liable to stamp the several instru- 


Ments in this section mentioned shall be the persons 
Tespectively designated that is to say:— 


(1) Bill of exchange and promissory note: the 
* drawer or maker thereof; 
(2) Bond: the person who makes or passes the 
same ;

provided always that whenever any bill of exchange 
or promissory note liable to duty fis been executed 
and delivered without being duly stamped or if any 
stamp affixed thereto has not been duly defaced such 
instrument may be duly stamped or any such stamp 
affixed thereto may be duly defaced by the acceptor of 
such instrument or by any banker within a period of 
three days after any such instrument shall have come 
into the hands of such acceptor or banker and such 
acceptor or banker shall therenpon be deemed to be 
the person required by law to stamp such instrument 
and to deface any stamp thereon; and any such in- 
strument when it shall have been so stamped and the 
stamp thereon defaced as aforesaid shall be deemed to 
be an instrument duly stamped; provided further that 
nothing herein contained shall be deemed to exempt 
the drawer of such bill of exchange or the maker of 
such promissory note from the requirements of this 
Proclamation relative to duly stamping such instruments 
and duly defacing the stamps upon the same or from 
any penalty hereby imposed for neglect of any such 
requirement. 


SPECIAL PROVISIONS FOR STAMPING INSTRUMENTS 
NOTARIALLY EXECUTED. z 


_ 8 (1) Whenever any instrument notarially executed 
is chargeable with duty under this Proclamation the 
Stamps denoting such duty shall be affixed thereto at 
or before the execution of such instruments or the 
first grosse thereof. 

(2) Whenever any instrument which has_ been 
executed in duplicate or triplicate is registered in any 
registration office the duplicate or triplicate original as 
the case may be shall be tendered with the instrument 
to the Registration Officer who after filing the duplicate 
or triplicate original as the case may be shall transmit 
the original bearing the stamp or any other original 
not filed in the registration office to the person 
tendering such instrument for registration. 
ae Save where other express provision is made by 
this Proclamation in relation to any particular 
Imstrument ; 


(a) any instrument which has been first executed 
outside Basutoland and is intended for use 
therein shall be deemed to be duly stamped if 
within twenty-one days after it has been first 
received in Basutoland by one of the parties 
thereto or by any person entitled to act under » 
it it be stamped and the stamps thereon defaced 
as required by this Proclamation ; 

(b) any instrument required to be stamped on its 
execution which has not been so stamped may 
be tendered with a stamp denoting the duty 
chargeable to any officer’ lawfully appointed 
to receive revenue within twenty-one days 
after the date of its execution and such officer 
if satisfied that the date mentioned on such 
instrument is the true date of its execution 
shall deface such stamp in manner prescribed 
by this Proclamation and thereupon such 
instrument shall be deemed vo have been duly 
stamped at the date of its execution ; 

(c) the Resident Commissioner may cause to be 
stamped at any time after the same has become 
liable to duty under this Proclamation any 
instrument which through inadvertence and 
without intent to evade payment of the proper 


duty has not been duly stamped on payment 
of the unpaid duty and a penalty of not less 


than three times the amount of such unpaid 


duty. Such penalty shall together with the 
duty originally payable be denoted by means of 
stamps to be affixed by the officer who stamps 
the instrument and to be by him duly defaced and 
thereupon such instrument shall be deemed to 
be duly stamped; provided always that if the 


amount of such penalty exceed ten pounds the » 


Resident Commissioner may remit any part of 


the amount which exceeds such sum. 
DEFACEMENT OF ADHESIVE STAMPS.

provided always that any signatory to an instrument

vided further that nothing herein contained shall 
exonerate any person liable to deface such stamp from 
any penalty consequent on his omission so to do.

SPOILED STAMPS. 
43, Subject to such regulations as may be from 


time to time made by the Resident Commissioner and

Ee therein for the purpose originally intended. 

— - (e) Where an instrument executed by any party 
thereto has not been made use of and is 
insufficient for the purpose for which it was 
intended or becomes void either by reason of 
the inability or refusal of some necessary 
party to execute the same or to complete the 
transaction according to the instrument. 

(f) Where an instrument executed by any party 
thereto has been inadvertently and undesignedly 
spoiled obliterated or rendered unserviceable 
and in lieu thereof another instrument duly 
stamped giving effect to the same transaction 
has been executed. 

Provided always; 

(1) that the application for relief be made within 
six months after the stamp has been spoiled 
obliterated or rendered unserviceable or within 
such further period as may be prescribed by 
regulations made from time to time by the 
Resident Commissioner ; 

(2) that the stamp in respect of which allowance 
is claimed and any instrument on which it is 
or may have been affixed be handed over to 
the Resident Commissioner to be destroyed ; 

(3) that the allowance sball be by giving to the 
claimant therefor either other stamps or money 
to the same value as the Resident Commissioner 
shall determine. 
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OVER-STAMPED INSTRUMENTS 
_ 14 Where any person inadvertently and unde- 
Signedly has affixed to an instrument liable to duty a 
Stamp of greater value than was necessary or has affixed 
a stamp to an instrument not liable to duty the Resident 
Commissioner may upon application make an allowance 
Im respect of such excess or unnecessary stamps in the 
-Same manner and subject to the same provisions as are 
in the last preceding section set forth on such instrument 
being produced to him and such allowance being de- 
noted thereon. 


INVALIDITY OF INSTRUMENTS UNSTAMPED OR DEFECTIVELY 
STAMPED. 

45. Noinstrument liable to duty and not duly stamped 
as herein provided shall be produced or given in 
evidence or used in any court of law or be available 
for any purpose whatever save dnd except that such 
instrument may be produced or given in evidence or 
used ; 

(a) in criminal proceedings ; 

(b) in any proceedings on behalt of the Government 
of Basutoland if the instrument is produced or 
given in evidence or used by or on, behalf of 
such Government or any officer thereof acting 
as such ; 


(c) in other proceedings in a court of law upon 
payment by the party producing or tendering 
such instrument in evidence or using the 
same of such sum by way of penalty as the 
court may direct not being less than three 
times the stamp duty chargeable thereon and 
subject to there being affixed to the instrument 
stamps to the amount of duty chargeable which 


shall be defaced in manner provided by this 

Proclamation by the court or any officer thereof 

and thereupon such instrument shall be deemed 
| to be duly stamped ; O- 
provided always that if the court is of opinion that 
the failure to duly stamp an instrument was due to 
inadvertence or lack of knowledge and that there was 
no intent to evade payment of duty or that the 
minimum penalty which the Court has power to inflict 
is excessive it may cause such instrument together 
with a certificate stating such opinion to be transmitted 
to the Resident Commissioner who if the amount of the © 
penalty exceeds ten pounds may remit any part of the 
amount which exceeds that sum. 

16. Save in the circumstances described in sub- 
section (c) of section fifteen it shall be the duty of every 
officer of the Government and of every person authorized 
\ by law to receive or take evidence if there shall come 
~ into his hands any instrument liable to duty and 
not stamped as required by this Proclamation or on ~ 
which any stamp affixed thereto is not duly defaced to 
impound such instrument and forthwith cause the same 
to be transmitted to the Resident Commissioner In 
order that any duty or penalty payable in respect of 
the same may be recovered.

(4) fraudulently fixes or places upon any instrument 
any stamp or part thereof which whether 
fraudulently or not has been cut torn or in 
any way removed from any other instrument ; 

(5) fraudulently erases or otherwise removes or 
causes to be erased or removed from any stamp 
or instrument any name sum date or other matter 
or thing written thereon with intent that any 
further use should be made of such stamp;

any instrument or any stamp which has been 
fraudulently mutilated or any stamp from 
which any name sum date or other matter or 
thing has been fraudulently erased or other- 
wise removed;

conviction to imprisonment with hard labour for a 
period not exceeding seven years.

27. Any duty or penalty imposed under this 
Proclamation (other than a fine for the default of 
payment of which imprisonmeut may be imposed) 
Shall be a debt due to the Basutoland Government and 
may be recovered by action in any competent Court. 

28. Whereas doubts have arisen whether the Act 
No. 20 of 1884 of the Cape Colony was prior to the 
taking effect of this Proclamation in operation in 
Basutoland; and whereas stamp duty and fees have 
been collected in Basutoland on the assumption that 
Such Act was then in operation in Basutoland; now 
therefore under and by virtue of the powers in me 
vested I do hereby further proclaim and make knowo 
that all stamp duties and fees collected or taken by 
the Resident Commissioner and other officers of the 
Basutoland Government prior to the taking effect of 
this Proclamation acting or purporting to act on the 
assumption that such statute of Cape Colony was in 
Operation in Basutoland shall be deemed to have been 
lawfully collected or taken. 

29. This Proclamation shall have force and effect 
from and after the first day of July 1907.

9. No licensed Labour Agent sball attempt to

upon which his license was granted or renewed. 


10. The issue or renewal of any license may be 
refused by the Resident Commissioner or any officer 
authorised to issue licenses without any reason being 
Slven for such refusal.

11. It shall be lawful for the Resident Commissioner 
to cancel any Labour Agent’s license issued under this 
Proclamation or under Proclamation No. 17 of 1903 if 
it is proved to his satisfaction that the person holding 
such license has 


(a) neglected or refused to render such return as 
is in section fourteen of this Proclamation 
mentioned or has wilfully rendered an incorrect 
or false return ; or 


(b) failed to deposit one hundred pounds or find 
other security when called upon to do so 
under the provisions of sections fifteen and

(c) been guilty of any misconduct which in the 
opinion of the Resident Commissioner renders 
it undesirable that he should be allowed to 
continue to carry on the calling of a Labour 
Agent under the provisions of this Proclama- 
tion ;

WHEREAS the cattle diseases known as Lung- 
sickness and Redwater are prevalent in the border districts 
of the Colony of the Cape of Good Hope and for the 
purpose of preventing the spread of the said diseases it 
is desirable to regulate the introduction of cattle into 
Basutoland from the said Colony :

1. No person shall introduce or cause to be introduced 
cattle into Basutoland from the Cape Colony whether for 
barter transport grazing slaughter or any other purpose 
unless he has first obtained a declaration in respect of such 
cattle in the form set forth in the Schedule to this Pro- 
clamation made within seven days before the departure 
of such cattle from the district of Cape Colony from which 
the same are brought before the Resident Magistrate of 
such district by the person in whose possession such cattle 
have been for, a period of not less than three months 
immediately preceding the date of such declaration and 
has caused such declaration to be delivered to the person 
in charge of such cattle at the time of their introduction 
into Basutoland. 


2. Any person in charge of any cattle introduced into 
Basutoland from the Cape Colony after the date of this 
Proclamation shall until a permit has been granted in

1, Kvery person who has been or may hereafter be 
sentenced to imprisonment with or without hard labour 
by any competent Court within any Colony or Territory 
in South Africa to which the High Commissioner may 
under the powers hereby conferred on him declare the 
provisions of this Proclamation to extend or apply may 
be received into imprisoned or detained in custody in 
Basutoland until the expiration of such sentence or during 
such portion thereof as may be deemed necessary and 
thereupon the said person shall be treated in every respect 
as if the said sentence had been pronounced by some 
competent Court in Basutoland.

in me vested I do hereby declare proclaim and make: | 


known as follows :— 


1. Every person who has been or ne hereafter be 
sentenced by any competent Court in Basutoland to 
imprisonment with or without hard labour may _ bj 


warrant signed by the High Commissioner be removed to ~~ 


the Colony of the Cape of Good Hope in order that such 
person may be detained and imprisoned therein under 
the ‘‘ Prisoners’ Detention Act 1884’’ of the said Colony 
until the expiration of his sentence or release according 
to law. . 

2. Any prisoner in course of removal under a 
warrant signed by virtue of the preceding section shall 
be deemed to be in lawful custody whilst within Basuto- 


land. 


3. The High Commissioner may from time to time 


make revoke alter or amend Regulations providing for 
the removal of prisoners under this Proclamation. 

4. Nothing in this Proclamation contained shall 
prevent the conviction judgment and sentence of any 
such person removed as aforesaid from being questioned 
within Basutoland in the same manner as if he had not 
been removed and the sentence of such person may be 
remitted and his discharge ordered in the same manner 
‘and by the same authority as if he had not been removed. 

5. This Proclamation shall take effect from the date 
of its publication in the Gazette.

WHEREAS it is expedient to amend the law ° 
relating-to the granting of pensions and superannuation 
and other allowances to persons employed in the service 
of the Government of Basutoland : 

Now therefore under and by virtue of the powers in 
me vested I do hereby declare proclaim and make known’ 
as follows :— 

No absolute right to Pensions. 

1. (1) Public Officers have no absolute right to any 
pension or allowance and the Government retain the 
power to dismiss any public officer without compensation. 

No person to whom any pension gratuity or 
allowance has been granted under any previous law in 
respect of his service in Basutoland shall receive any 
pension gratuity or allowance under this Proclamation in 
respect of the service which has been so recognised. 


Parr I-—Pensrons. 
Pensions to Officers in Schedule A. 
2. Save as hereinbefore provided any public officer 


effect of this Proclamation have held any office whic 

is named in Schedule A to this-Proclamation or which is 
hereafter added by Proclamation to such Schedule may 
receive a pension under this Proclamation; provided that 
he has held a pensionable office in the service of the 
Crown in Basutoland or elsewhere for not less than ten 
years,‘and provided that no person acting as Medical 
Officer who also exercises private practice as a physician, 
surgeon or accoucheur shall be deemed to be or to have | 
been the holder of office as a Medical Officer within the — 
meaning of this Proclamation unless and until he has 
signed an undertaking in a form approved by the 
Resident Commissioner to regard the claims of his private 
practice on his time as subordinate to those of his work

3. No pension shall be granted to ‘any officer who 
shall be under sixty years of age unless a Medical Board 
appointed by the Government shall report that such 
officer is incapable from infirmity of mind or body of 
discharging the duties of his office and that such infirmity 
is likely to be permanent. 


Retirement of Pensionable Officers. 


4. (1) Any public officer who has a claim to pension 
under section two of this Proclamation may retire or be 
required to retire on pension at the age of sixty. 

(2) Any such public officer will be required by the 
High Commissioner to retire on pension on reaching the 
age of sixty-five. - 


Date of reckoning Pensionable Service. 

5. The service of a public officer in Basutoland will | 
for the purposes of this Proclamation ordinarily be 
reckoned from the date on which he commenced to draw 
salary from Basutoland funds in respect of his ai 
permanent appointment; provided that no service t a 
be admitted as pensionable which was prior to the attain- 
ment of the age of eighteen years.

who holds at the date of the taking effect of this Pro- 
clamation or has held prior to such date an office which 
under any previous Proclamation was a pensionable 
office a proportionate sum shall be allowed for any fraction 
of a year of service, and provided that no addition shall 
be made in respect of service beyond forty years. 


Pensions on Abolition of Office. 


9, Where a pensionable office is abolished a penston 
may be granted to the holder of the office notwithstand ng 
that he is not otherwise qualified for pension under the 
foregoing sections of this Proclamation and in any such 
case an addition not exceeding ten years may subject to 
the approval of the Secretary of State be made to the 
period of service on which an officer’s pension is com- 
puted; provided always that the number of years to be 
added to the actual service shall not exceed that which 
if added to the age of the retiring officer would bring 
that age up to sixty years.

Meaning of “ Salary’’ in the computation of Pension. 


11. (1) For the purpose of calculating a pension the 
word ‘‘salary’’ shall include personal allowance and 
any fees paid out of the Treasury by way of salary ; 
provided that the amount to be allowed for fees shall 
not exceed one-fourth of the actual salary of the office. | 

(2) The word ‘‘emoluments’’ shall include house 
allowance or the estimated value of free quarters, rations, 
and fuel, or any allowance of a permanent character 
given as an equivalent of salary but shall exclude any 


_ temporary allowance such as acting or extra pay or bonus 
given as compensation for local disadvantages; pro- 
vided that the amount to be allowed for house rent 
or for estimated value of free quarters shall not 
exceed one-sixth of the other emoluments of the office 
and that no forage or horse allowance or other travelling 
allowance shall count for pension purposes. 


When Pension to be computed: (1) On Final Salary. 

12. (1) If the officer retiring has been in receipt of 
the same salary and emoluments or in. the class from 
which he retires for thirty-six months immediately pre- 
ceding. the date of his retirement his pension will be 
calculated on the actual annual rate of salary and 
emoluments which he is drawing at the t.me of retire- 
ment. 

(2) Average of Receipts. 

(2) In other cases the pension will be calculated on 
the average annual amount of salary and emoluments or 
wages for the thirty-six months next preceding the date 
of retirement, but if the whole period of service in 
Basutoland is less than three years then the retiring 
allowance will be caleulated on the average for the whole 
period of service. 


Date of commencement of Pension. 
13. Pensions shall commence from date of retirement. 


Liability of Pensioners under siaty years to serve again. 

14. Every officer to whom a pension shall have been 
granted before he shall have attained the age of sixty 
years shall until he has attained that age be liable to be 
called upon to fill any public office or situation under 
the Crown for which his previous experience in the opinion 
of the Secretary of State renders him eligible and the 
duties of which a Medical Board shall consider him 
physically fit to discharge and if he shall decline to take 
upon himself such office or situation or- shall decline or 
neglect to execute the duties thereof being in a competent 
state of health he shall forfeit his right to the pension 
which had been granted to him. 


Suspension or Abatement of Pension on Re-employment. 


15. During such time as an officer is re-employed in 
the service of the Crown whether under the preceding 
section of this Proclamation or in any other circumstances 
he shall not be entitled to receive any portion of his 
pension which added to the emoluments of his new office 
would cause his total receipts from public funds to exesed 
the salary and emoluments of which be was in teceipt 
at the time when he was pensioned. 


Cases of transfer from Basutoland to other Services. 

16. Any officer who after serying for a period of at 
least one year in a pensionable office in Basutoland shall 
have been transferred to any other service under the 
Crown in any other portion of His Majesty’s dominions 
shall on his final retirement after at least ten years 
service receive such a pension from Basutoland funds in 
respect of each year and proportionately in respect of any 
fraction of a year of his service in Basutoland as he would 
have received if he had at the moment of his transfer 
received a pension calculated under_ this Proclamation 
notwithstanding that his service in Basutoland shall by 
itself have been less than ten years.’ Any pension pay- 
able under this section to any officer whose final retire. 
ment has taken place before the date of the taking effect 
of this Proclamation shall be payable as from the <late 
of such final retirement. 


Cases of transfer to Basutoland from elsewhere. 


17. Any officer who has been transferred from service 
under the Crown in any other portion of His Majesty’s 
dominions to a pensionable office in Basutoland and has 


served not less than ten years in all shall on retirement 
receive pension under this Proclamation in respect of vach 
“ear and proportionately in respect of any fraction of a 
year of his service in Basutoland notwithstanding that he 
may not have completed ten years actual service in 


Basutoland. 


Parr II.—GRatvlties. 
Gratuities on Retirement for [ll-Health. 


18. (1) Any officer holding a pensionable appoint- 
ment who is compelled to retire from ill-health before he 
has completed ten years service may be granted a gratuity 
of one month’s salary for each year of service and half a 
month’s salary in respect of any fraction of a year 
amounting to six completed months. ; 

(2) The computation of salary for this purpose is to 
be governed by sections eleven and twelve of this 
Proclamation. 


Part LI1.—Generat Provisions. 


Meritorious service essential. 


19. (1) Pensions, gratuities and allowances computed 
at the rates before-mentioned shall only be granted in 
cases of faithful and meritorious services. 

(2) Where the fidelity and diligence of an officer fall 
short of the first degree of merit, the computation may be 
made at lower rates. 

(3) Where an officer has been guilty of gross 
negligence irregularity or misconduct or where his failure 
of health is due to misconduct the grant of pension or other 
allowance or gratuity may be altogether withheld. 


Pensions not to be assigned. 


20. No pension granted under this Proclamation shall 
be assignable or transferable or capable of being 
hypothecated or liable to bé attached sequestrated or levied 
upon for or in respect of any debt or claim whatsoever. 


Pensions to cease on conviction. 


21. If any person to whom a pension has been granted 
under this Proclamation is convicted before any Court of 
His Majesty’s dominions of any crime or offence for which 
he is sentenced to death or penal servitude or 
transportation or any terms of imprisonment with hard 
labour or exceeding twelve months and does not within 
two months after such conviction receive His Majesty’s 
free pardon then in every such ease such pension shall 
forthwith cease; provided always that the High 
Commissioner with the consent of the Secretary of State 
may restore the pension in the case of a person who after 
conviction as above-described receives His Majesty’s free 
pardon at any time. 


Pensions to cease on insolvency. 


22. If any person to whom a pension has been granted 
under this Proclamation becomes insolvent then such 
pension shal] forthwith cease; provided always that in any 
case where’a pension ceases by reason of insolvéney of the 
pensioner it shall be lawful for the High Commissioner 
subject to the approval of the Secretary of State from time 
to time during the remainder of such pensioner’s life or 
during such shdérter period or periods either continuous or 
discontinuous as the Secretary of State shall think fit to 


cause all or any part of the moneys to which such pensioner- 


would have been entitled by way of pension had he not 
become insolvent to be paid to or applied for the main- 
tenance and personal support or benefit of all or any 
exclusive of the other or others of the following persons 
namely such pensioner and any wife child or children of 
his in such proportions and manner as to the High 
Commissioner appears proper. 


Compensation to relatives. 


23. If the death of the holder of an office in respect 
of which a pension or gratuity may be granted is caused 
by an injury occasioned without his own default in the 
actual Michorks of his public duty and_ specificall 
attributable to the nature of his public duty the Hig 
Commissioner with the approval of the Secretary of State 
may grant to the widow of the deceased or if the deceased 
does not leave a widow and if his mother was at the time 
of death wholly dependent upon him for her suppert to 
the mother of the euued a pension not exceeding one- 
sixth of the deceased’s salary and emoluments at the date 
of the injury and there may further be granted to the 
children of the deceased a gratuity not exceeding the 
number of pounds sterling which is equal to the number 
obtained by subtracting the number of years completed

from fifteen and ie the remainders together the total 
gratuity not to be less than £10 or more than £50 although 
it shall be lawful in the case of motherless children to 
grant double the amount which would otherwise be given: 


' Final decision to rest with High Commissioner. 


* 24. The final decision of all disputes or questions 
which may arise under this Proclamation or in respect of 
the true meaning or construction thereof shall rest with 
the High Commissioner subject to the approval of His 
Majesty’s Secretary vf State. for the Colonies. 


Extension of benefits of Proclamation to officers named in 
Schedule B. 


25. The High Commissioner may extend any of the 
benefits conferred by this Proclamation either wholly or 
in part to rg person who shall either before or after the 
_ date of this Proclamation have held any office which is 
named in Schedule B to this Proclamation and may extend 
any benefits conferred by section twenty-three of this 
Proclamation to the widow, mother or children of any~ 
such person and where such extension is granted the office 
held by such person shall for the purpose of such extension 
be deemed to be a pensionable office; provided that 

(a) each case in which such extension is propostd 
shall be specially recommended to the High 
Commissioner both by the head of the Depart- 
ment in which the person concerned shall have 

‘ served and by the Resident Commissioner as a 
fit and proper case for such extension ; 

(b) a pension may be granted under this Proclama- 
tion to any such person in favour of whom such 
extension is made though such person shall not 
have served more than eight years under the 
Government of Basutoland ; 

(c) no pension shall be granted to any such person 
or to the widow or mother of any such person 
except with the approval of His Majesty’s 
Secretary of State for the Colonies. 


Repeals. 

26. The Proclamations mentioned in Schedule C to 
this Proclamation shall be and are hereby repealed to the 
extent set forth in the second column of such Schedule; 
provided always that such repeal shall not affect in any 
way whatsoever any pension gratuity or allowance already 
granted under any law so repealed, or the conditions sub- 
ject to which any such pension gratuity or allowance is 
payable. :

WHEREAS it is expedient to regulate the con- 
ditions of Labour Contracts with Natives made by employers 
in the Territory included within the limits of the 
"Barotziland-North-Wesatern Rhodesia Order in Council of 
1899" (hereinafter referred to ae "the territory"):

And whereas the insolvency laws of the Colony of the 
Cape of Good Hope (including Ordinance No. 6 of 1843) 
were among the laws.which continued in operation under 
the Order in Council aforesaid; 

And whereas it is expedient to amend the said 
Ordinance No. 6 of 1843 in respect of its operation in 
Basutoland as aforesaid ; 

Now therefore under and by virtue of the powers in 
me vested I do hereby declare proclaim and make known 


as follows :— 


L. From and after the taking effect of this Proclama- 
tion every person who may be desirous of voluntarily 
surrendering any estate as insolvent under the provisions 
of Ordinance No. 6 of 1843 (hereinafter referred to as the 
said Ordinance) shall give public notice in the Gazette at 
least twenty days before he makes application for the 
surrender of such estate of his intention to make such 
application and of the date upon which and the place 
where he intends to make the same and shall prepare for 
the inspection of the creditors of such estate a statement 
of its affairs and all such schedules statements accounts 
or other documents as he intends to lay before the Court 
of the Resident Commissioner or Assistant Commissioner

days after the date of the passing of such resolution his 
election if not confirmed shall be void and if confirmed 
he shall be removed from his trust; provided that it shall 
be competent to such trustee or any person interested in 
the due administration of the said estate to bring the 
amount of such security in review before the Court of 
the Resident Commissioner and such Court may there- 
upon make such order as justice may require. — 

5. Every security given by a trustee under the 
provisions of the last preceding section shall be cancelled 
by the said Master as soon as the final account of the 
liquidation and distribution of the estate shall have been 
confirmed according to law and receipts for all dividends 
awarded to creditors of the estate shall have been lodged 
with the said Master from all such creditors by the said 
trustee or in the case of unclaimed dividends the amount 
thereof lodged with the said Master as required by the 
one. hundred and fifteenth section of the said Ordinance; 
provided that the cancellation of such security shall not 
be taken in any manner to affect the liability of the 
said trustee in respect of his trust. 


6. It shall be lawful for any creditor or the attorney 
or agent of any creditor as well as for the Master of Court 
or other officer before whom any meeting of creditors may 
be held to examine any insolvent upon oath under the 
provisions of the siaty-first section of the said Ordinance 
and if at any such examination it shall appear to the said 
Master or other officer as aforesaid that there are reason- 
able grounds for suspecting that the said insolvent has 
been guilty of culpable or fraudulent insolvency it shall 
be the duty of such Master or other officer to call for such 
further evidence and documents as he may deem necessary 
and submit such evidence to the officer acting as Crown 
Prosecutor for the purpose of instituting criminal pro- 
ceedings against such insolvent and at any such examina- 
tion no insolvent shall be entitled to refuse to answer any 
question on the ground that the answer if given might 
tend to criminate him. 

7. If at the trial of any action brought for the 
purpose of setting aside any alleged undue preference 
under the provisions of the eighty-fourth erghty-fifth 
eighty-seventh ninety-second or ninety-fifth sections of the 
said Ordinance it be proved that the alienation transfer 
cession delivery mortgage pledge or payment forming the 
subject of such action was made granted or given within 
six months before the sequestration of the estate of the 
insolvent and at a time when his liabilities fairly cal- 
culated exceeded his assets fairly valued it shall be 
presumed that the insolvent at such time contemplated 
the sequestration of his estate unless proof be made to the 
contrary by the defendant in such action. 


8. Every insolvent whose estate shall be surrendered 
or sequestrated after the taking effect of this Proclamation 
and who shall not have kept or caused to be kept such 
reasonable and proper books or accounts containing al] 


such entries concerning and exhibiting the nature of his 
dealings and transactions as (regard being had to his 
particular trade or calling) might reasonably be expected 
or required shall be deemed to be guilty of the crime of 
culpable insolvency and shall be liable to the punishment 
by the seventy-first section of the said Ordinance provided 
anything 1m the said section to the contrary notwith- 
standing. 


9. Every insolvent who shall fail when thereto 
required in writing by the trustee of his insolvent estate 
to give a true and sufficient explanation of the cause or 
causes of his insolvency shall be deemed to be guilty of 
the crime of culpable insolvency within the meaning of 
the seventy-first section of the said Ordinance and shall be 
liable to punishment accordingly. 


10. The last proviso to the one hundred and fifth 
section of the said Ordinance shall in future be read and 
construed as if a period of ten days instead of three days 
were thereby allowed within which to reclaim by notice 
in writing the possession of any property sought to be 
recovered by virtue of the said proviso. 

11. The rate of remuneration to be paid to trustees

successively have practised in such Supreme 
Court as aforesaid exclusively as an Advocate 
and not in partnership with any Attorney of 
such Court. 

(co) Any person who, not being entitled to be admitted 
under any of the previous sub-sections, shall have 
been admitted to practise as an Advocate in the 
Supreme Court of any Colony or State now forming part 
of British South Africa and who at the date of the 
taking effect of this Proclamation shall have 
practised as such Advocate for a period of seven 
years successively. 

Provided always that no person shall be admitted to 
practise as a Barrister, or after having besn so 
admitted shall continue to practise as aforesaid who 
shall either by himself be carrying on directly or — 
indirectly the business of a Solicitor or be directly 
or indirectly interested in the business of any

Solicitor or firm of Solicitors practising within 
the territery or any British Colony or any other 
territery under the protection of His Majesty: and 
provided further that no person shall be admitted to 
practise as aforesaid wiil he shali have taken, in 
open Court unless otherwise ordered, the oaths set 
forth in the Schedule to this Proclamation. 


2. The said High Court or the Administrator's 
Court may approve admit to practise and enrol as a 
Solicitor entitled to practise in the territory and 
before any Court of Law now or hereafter to be established

(a) any person who being an Attorney or Solicitor 
of any of the Courts of Record in london, Dublin, or

authorised by the High Commissioner take effect on the 
first day of July 1909.
